JACKSONVILLE, Fla., July 17.—At last, 


the constant lynehings and brutal treat- 
ment of the negroes of this state is show- 
ing results in the movement of large 
masses of the colored people to leave the 
state and country. Nothing less than an 
exodus of negroes now threatens the state. 
The colored population is aroused as never 
before, and while a feeling of helplessness 
against the misuse and abuse of the whites 
exists, yet there is no feeling of submission 
to present conditions. 


What is materially aiding the color 


exodus is the Liberian agitation. 
The 


shores of Africa are made to appear more 
hospitable than those of Florida. Reports 
from western Florida indicate that the 
Siberian movement has assumed large 
proportions. A negro preacher named 
Warner of Birmingham, Ala., has been 
io that section for some time working up 
the scheme of emigration and inciting the 
negroes to go out of the state. 
He has 


aeen very successful. 


In Washington county alone 300 negroes 


who are heads of families have agreed to 
take ship for the African coast. They are 
now disposing of everything they have. 


The preacher, Warner, is going to 


organize tt-.a negroes ail over Florida.

THE GREAT YACHT RACE. 


Prom now on this country has got to 


take interest in yacht racing. Whether 
or not the public know or care a picayune 
as to whether Defender or Valkyrie III is 
the better boat, or whether America's 
cup stays in New York or London, yet 
that public is about to be engulled in a 
general wave of intense interest as to the 
outcome of September's or October's 
international race. 
Already t'ie news- 


papers and magazines teem with the sub- 
ject and the sooner one has ground upon 
which to make a guess and some talk, the 
better he will be up to date. 


The Defender is a very fast boat. Her 


brushes with the Colonia in which she 
showed herself clearly superior, and her 
easy defe-t of the Vigilant, last year's 
crack boat, mark the i>ew cup defender as 
a wonder among all previously built 
yachts. 8be responds well to a light wind 
and stands up stubbornly in a stronger 
one; and she tacks with none of the pon- 
derous deliberation of the Vigilant, the 
insuperable bar to the latter's SUCCCFS in 
easy weather in the land locked British 
courses last year. 


The new cup challenger, Valkyrie III, 


built by Lord Punraven, is said to be a 
very tender boat, does not stand up well in 
• Miff breeze, and was built particulary for 
light weather. But she is the besi English 
boat, as shown by her descaling the Brit- 
annia by fifteen minutes. 
Yet it wss 


ntcessary for Valkyrie III to beat the 
Britannia with something like that mar- 
gin in order to begin a cup race here ol 
twenty miles to windward with equal 
chances against a boat only as good as the 
Vigilant; for, rating Valkyrie II. and 
Britannia about alike, the Vigilintina 
sound and steady breeze was from ten to 
fifteen minutes better. In the triangular 
racoon Oct. 10. under that condition, the 
Vigilant beat that year's Valkyrie by ten 
minutes and a half. 


The British challenger this year then 


has a gap to make up even before she can 
make sure of defeating the old Vigilant, 
and when it comes to the new Valkyrie's 
beating 'he easy victor over that boat, the 
chance* are against England's bearing 
away the American cup. 


A POLITICAL WEB.

LABOR LXIOX PLANS. 


BELIEVES PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE'S 


ACTION IS AN ADVANTAGE. 


General Organization for Prptectlon and 


Education Commenced. 


The installation of officers was not the 


least of the business of importance trans- 
acted at the meeting of the Central Labor 
union Monday night. The beat manner 
in which to properly celebrate labor day 
was discussed at length and it was voted 
to lay the matter over to the next meet- 
ing, July 25th, when all members of 
affiliated unions are invited to be present 
with those wishing to organize. 
The 


Central Labor union believes the time is 
opportune for organization among the 
unorganized members of the building 
trades as well unskilled labor. 
The boot 


and shoe makers anil textile workers, par- 
ticularly unskilled labor, whose present 
advantage is made apparent by the tamely 
introduction of the system of day's work, 
inste.d of contract system, by the pru- 
dential committee of the town. Many 
instances could be quoted as happening in 
other places where much saving of money 
has been accomplished and better results 
obtained by the adoption of the new sys- 
tem. And so it behooves labor to organize 
for the better enforcement of the day's 
work system, not for the purpose of 
stirring up strife in the ranks of labor, 
but rather along the lines of progression, 
protection and education. All good citi- 
zens are agreed that l*ie peace and pros- 
perity of tha industrial and commercial 
body depends mainly on the contentment 
and happiness of the wag* earning class. 
To further these laudable objects the 
Central Labor union sends forih the invi- 
tation to organize and educate. 


A communication was read from the 


Trade and Labor council of Minneapolis 
and endorsed by the American Railway 
union, Knights of Labor and American 
Federation of Labor, stating that the 
Washburn Crosby Co.'s flour and mill pro- 
ducts were produced by organized labor 
and that tbe company were unjust in 
their treatment of union help, utterly re- 
fusing even to listen to thsir just de- 
mands, in marked contrast was the atti- 
tude of the Pillsbury Co. whose products 
are all made by union help fully recog- 
nized by the company. The request of 
the union was indorsed and th2 members o 
organized labor and their friends in North 
Adams are requested to patronize the 
Pillsbury brand which has the stamp of 
escellence placed on it by the Bakers In- 
ternational union of America. 


Complaint was made by a delegate that 


the Chief Engineer at the reservoir was 
endeavoring to thwart the action of the 
prudentialoommitt.ee by recommending 
the hiring of cheap Italian labor on the 
job. It is hoped that the "Padrone" sjs- 
tem will not prevail here now nor in the 
future. North Adams can better afford to 
give 'Citizen labor the preference. But 
let it be understood that the Central 
Labor union makes no distinction as re- 
gards nationality, but do mosb earnestly 
protest as citizens and voters against the 
importation of cheap alien labor for it is 
a detriment to to the welfare of the com- 
munity. We beleive in a fair day's wage 
for a fair day's work with the preference 
in all cases for American citizens, as cheap 
labor brings cheap results and causes pov- 
erty amongihe toilers. At the next meet- 
ing will be discussed the outlook for or- 
ganized labor and if possible 
arrange- 


ments will be made for the celebration of 
Labor day by having some out of town 
speakers—Contri buted. 


A SINGULAR CASE. 


A Cow's Mysterious Death Explained by 


an Autopsy. 


About a week ago a cow owned by A. 


E. Hopkins of Blackinton was taken sick. 
Dr. McDonell was called and found the 
animal apparently suffering from a stom- 
ach trouble. She improved under treat- 
ment and was finally turned into the pas- 
ture supposed to be cured. The cow soon 
became worse and this time the symptoms 
indicated pneumonia. Treatment for this 
disease appeared to be followed by good 
results,, but just as the cow was supposed 
to be out of danger indications of heart 
trouble appeared and yesterday the ani- 
mal died. 


Puzzled by such frequent and radical 


change of symptoms, Dr. McDonell de- 
cided to make an autopsy and learn, if 
possible, the cause. And the result of his 
investigation was indeed surprising. In 
the cow's heart he found a fiae piece of 
steel about three inches long, which in 
all probability Was taken into the stom- 
ach with food. The steel had worked its 
way through one long and entered the 
heart, resulting in speedy death when it 
reached that organ. This accounted for 
the symptoms i their order,—first stom- 
ach trouble, then pneumonia and lastly 
heart disease. 


The piece of steel is in Dr. MoDonell's 


possession and is said to belong to some 
sort of mill machinery. The points are so 
small that it worked its way in the cow's 
body as a needle will in the human sys 
tem.

WORSE THAT BRUTES, 


Ainthcr Story of Fiendish Outrages 


Practiced Upon Armenians. 


Women' Become Victims of 


Lustful Mohammedans. 


Practically tho Slaves of "Tax Collectors" of 


the Various Vlllagss. 


[Spws'al Convspondenca.] 


VAN, 
Armenia, Juno 8.—After tho most 


careful inquiry it can b* stated that in 
hundreds of villages in Armenia there is 
hardly one woman, old or young, who is 
not from time to time made the victim of 
the passions of the Kurds and Turks. 


By way of a general statement of the 


situation, it may bo said that In all the vil- 
lages of Armcaia the Christian Women, 
both old and young, are absolutely at the 
mercy of their Kurdish and Turkish 
neighbors. 
This is not the case in tho 


larger cities of Van, BitJis, Moosh and 
Erzroom, because in these cities the large 
Armenian population is in itself a protec- 
tion to the women; bat in the villages 
where the Armenians are in the minority, 
protection is not possible, and the women 
are at the beck and call of any Kurd ot 
Turk who happens to take a fancy tc 
them. Moreover, this fltate of things U 
said to bo perfectly well known to the 
Turkish government. 


It is the custom of the government tc 


Bfll to the highest bidder the tax priv- 
ileges of the various villazes, the pur- 
chaser having tl e rigbt to collect all of the 
taxes from the people. In very many 
cases tho number of young Armenian 
women in a village has a great deal to dc 
with the price paid for the tax privilege, 
Whon the public sale is mitde of the tax 
privilege, it is no uncommon thing for the 
auctioneer to 


Call Out In the Market Place, 


to that all may hear, that so many girlj 
are available in the village. This is done 
most frequently In the streets of the city 
of Bitlis. 


When a man has purchased the tax 


privilege of a village he considers that he 
has also bought and paid for the women 
of the village, and any attempt on the 
part of the husbands, brothers or fathers 
to resent this interpretation of the law is 
looked upon as high treason, punishable 
with death. If the Armenian men object 
to this treatment of their women., they are 
beaten and driven from, the village, and in 
many cases oven killed. 


The tax farmer is able to take an extra 


profit out of his village by renting out to 
his friends among the Turks and Kurds 
the privilege of making use of such 
women as he does not want for himself, 
and Kurds who cannot afford to pay for 
this privilege content themselves with 
taking tho women by force when tho 
owner of the village is not present. 


Kurds and Turks who cannot afford tc 


make financial arrangements with the tax 
fanner, and enter the villages openly, are 
compelled to wait until they can catch the 
Armenian women going across the fields. 
Then the poor women are pounced uron 
and dragged out of sight of their friends. 


The women who suffer l<he most are the 


brides. Turks and Kurds think it great 
sport to carry off a bride from the very 
arms of her husband, and to keep her in 
their own houses until they have 


Become Tired of ,Her Presence. 


So great is the fear fult for the official 


class of Kurds and Turks by the Arme- 
nians, that oftentimes the compliment of 
forcible 
seizure js not offered 
to the 


brides. One case is tritcd ill which the 
Kurdish chief does not even take the 
trouble to go to the houses of the women 
he desires. He merely says to his chiol 
servant: "I want those two now brides. 
Tell one of them to come here tonight 
and the other tomorrow." 


file servant who receives this order 1m- 


mediately gives notice to tho families o£ 
the brides, and at the appointed timo the 
brides present themselves to the chief ivhc 
has power over them. 


One Kurdish chief is said to manage the 


affairs of his village with some semblance 
of method and systom. He makes it a 
rule that no girl shall be violated until 
she has become a bride. His theory is that 
when a maid has been violated, her chances 
of getting married are lessened, and she i*, 
therefore, not as desirable a piece of prop- 
ert} in the Oriental estimate of her vil- 
lage. 


When, at the age of 12 or 15 yours, she 


ventures to marry, this restriction is re- 
newed, and the chief himself is uiiuiMy 
the first to seize her and carry her off to 
his own house as the wedding prc- -ssion 
loaves the church door. But tho lorbcar- 
anoe of this Kurd is a rare exception.

WILD ANIMAL FARM. 


A R«rnl»r Zoological Jungle *« B» Started 


In Florida. 


A wiW animal «*oek farm in semi- 


tropical Florida ifl fbesebetne that a cir- 
cus firm is talking of starting. The land, 
a plot about « miles square, has been 
surveyed, it is said, and the firm pro- 
>oseu'to go ahead next fall and turn the 
sirens animals out to jungle, instead of 
;oing into winter quarters. Tho circus 
men claim that not oulycau they iu this 
\vay provide themselves with wild ani- 
mals, instead of bejag obliged to go to 
Africa and India for specimens; but, in 
addition, they expect to be able to sup- 
ply animate for the zoological exhibits 
if the country. 


The firm claims to have secured an 


option on a tract of land in the extreme 
southern part of Florida, about one-half 
of it the thickest, densest swamp jnn- 
g]« possiblo to imagine. An old traveler 
in India and Africa, who was sent there 
to look the ground over, says that it 
compares favorably with any jangle he 
lias over seen in the orient. 


The entire section of laud will be di- 


vided by solid walls of strong iron fenc- 
ing, BO as to keep animals that will not 
affiliate separated. It is proposed to first 
lay a strong foundation, then build a 
low wall of brick some three or four 
feet high, and then imbed in this to a 
height of 12 feet more a strong iron 
fence. The idea is to turn the beasts 
loose in their respective inclosnres and 
let them follow their natural inclina- 
tion!- and habits, just as they would in 
their native jungle. As the animals to 
bo propagated are principally of the car- 
nivorous family there will also be bred 
such smaller animals as they naturally 
proy upon for food.

as often as practicable of the entire in- 
closure. Certain grasses and herbs in- 
digenous to tho countries from which 
the animals are to be brought will be 
first planted, in order to provide, as 
uaarly i«s possible, native foods. An in- 
tpreKtinfc feature of this zoological jun- 
glo will be the monkey farm. In this 
Rcotiou several acres will be devoted to 
oningn, banana and nut trees, all of 
winch grow naturally there. A wooden 
framework, extending above the height 
of tlie trees and completely surrounding 
the farm, will be built.—New York 
Press.

Th< 
route lies through Charlestown, Somer 
ville, Medford, Arlington, Lexington ant 
Concord, and not only runs through a 
beautiful country, but is replete with ob- 
jects of historical interest for the whole 
distance. 


In Medford there was a reception at the 


house of Secretary Baor, at which tho 
mayor and other city notables assisted. Ai 
Lexington there was a stop of an hour, to 
allow the delegates to visit the many 
points of interest. Special tickets were 
provided for those who wished to leave 
the excursion at Lexington and Concert 
and return by rail. There were excur- 
sions by train to Lexington and Concord. 


Four special trains left here yesterday 


for Plymouth. 
The first was the Ohio

Stambuloff Was Aware of a Plot t( 


Assa&sinate Him. 


Ex-Premier the Victim o 


Russian Intrigue. 


Prince Ferdinand New Placed In a Most Un 


comfortable Position. 


SOFIA, July 17.—The excitement into 


which the city was thrown by the at 
tempted murder of ex-Premier Stambu 
loff has not subsided, but, on the contrary 
has become intensified. Several arrest 
have been made in connection with the 
outrage. The condition of M. StambuloiJ 
is such as to -give slight hopes that he may 
yet recover from his wounds. 


M. Stambuloff, late yesterday, made a 


statement to the public prosecutor, who 
has ordered the arrest of Tufektehieff, wlic 
was formally charged with the murder o 
M. Beltcheff, the Bulgarian minister o 
finance, who was assassinated in March 
1891, 
while in company with M. Stambu 


loff. Mme. Beltcheff, it will be recalled 
was recently induced to believe that M 
Stambuloff was the murderer of her hus 
band, and a warrant was issued, but neve; 
executed, for his arrest. 


A man who witnessed M. Stambu 


loff's coachman pursue the assassin, say 
he saw a p61iceman strike tho coachman 
because of the latter's refusal to give up 
the revolver with which he was chasiui 
the criminals, and to whom the policemen 
•were not paying any attention.

tention to an interview which it had wit] 
M. Stambuloff some months ago. M 
Stambuloff then had forebodings of hi 
fate, and said that a band had been formed 
at Uetsohbunar, a suburb of Sofia, which 
practiced the -use of firearms. The gov 
ernmeut said M. Stambuloff was aware o 
their existence, but winked at it. Among 
the band were the murderers of M. Belt 
cheif, former minister of finance of Bnl 
garia, who was assassinated in 
1891 


"They have taken an oath to assassinate 
me," saidM. Stambuloff in the interview 
"and to avenge Major Pauitza (executed 


t for treason in 1890 at the instance of M 


Stambuloff). 
Prince Ferdinand is in 


eluded in the list of impending victims." 


A Perilous Situation. 


Stambuloff represented the most arclen 


patriotism and national ambition of his 
people. He was the heart of the opposi 
tion to Russian influence, and when he 
retired from the premiership a short time 
ago, 
that act was felt to be the signal of a 


great change. 
Other evidences of that 


change have not been wanting. Pjince 
Ferdinand seems to have decided that thi 
best course for Bulgaria was to accept the 
Russian alliance, and it is for that that in 
has left his kingdom. 


Stambuloff was a strong statesman in a 


position which circumstances render c 
untenable. 
Bulgaria needed such a man, 


but that man should have been its prince^ 
Ferdinand would have been abolishet 
long ago but for Stambnloff, and his dis 
missal meant the subservience and fina 
subjection of the little country which 
made so brave a fight under Alnxaudei 
of Battenberg .for its autonomy, and 
gained it. The foremost man in Bulgariu 
for the last 10 or 12 years, Stambuloff was. 
the latest victim^ Russian intrigue. 
• Prince Ferdinand is apparently between 
two fires. What he especially desires is 
the formal recognition of his princely 
status by Russia. He lias received a dep- 
utation of Macedonians, and though ho 
lectured the members of it, the fact that 
they were received at all has been freely 
commented on. Further, Prince Ferdi- 
nand's unexplained journeys and the am- 
biguous language* of the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment papers have given rise to the be- 
lief that the movement in Macedonia is 
beiug encouraged by the prince and his 
ministers.

Courting the Czar's Friendship. 


On the other hand, as is made evident, 


Prince Ferdinand is earnestly bent upon 
standing well with the c^ar, in the hope, 
of course, of obtaining from that august 
monarch the official recognition of his 
rulership, which Russia, and in conse- 
quence the rest of Europe, has so long 
denied. 


The inauguration of this distinctly Rus- 


sophile policy dates from the fall of Stam^ 
buloff, last year. Stambuloff fell because 
he put his faith in the triple alliance, but 
was unable to obtain from it a recogni- 
tion of Prince Ferdinand's international 
status. Hence, since Stambuloff and the 
triple alliance, whose steadfast supporter 
he had always been, could not obtain for 
the prince what he desired, Stambuloff 
was crushed, and a rcapproachement was 
attempted with Russia. 


The difficulty of Prince Ferdinand's po- 


sition lies in the fact that the sentiment of 
the bulk of his subjects is decidedly anti- 
Russian. 
Since Stambuloff's overthrow 


there has been an increase of the influence 
of the Russophile party in the principality, 
but the distrust with which Russia has 
come to be regarded in Bulgaria is wide- 
spread, as well as deep. 


These two circumstances—Prince Ferdi- 


nand's desire to please Russia in order to 
obtain a recognition of his rulership from 
the czar, and the thorough unpopularity 
of Russia in the principality—combine to 
render the situation in Bulgaria both com- 
plicated and dangerous. 


The Defender's Rival.
